Lets Workers Examine Books. 

The bill, as passed by the chamber, 
empowers employés’ committeés to 
examine the books of their employers, 
ascertain earnings and profits, and 
fix the amouynt of profits to be divided 
among the workmen. It gives em- 
ployers the option of declining this in- 
spection, and, inatead, paying a flat 10 
per cent salary bonus to all employés. 

It requires that 80 per cent of the 
employés of every concern be Mex- 
icans, and stipulates an eight hour 
working day, with overtime payments. 
Workmen are to be compenaated for 
injuries received during their work. 
Employers also must provide medi- 
cines and medical attention, pay hos- 
pita] bills, and pay wages while the i1! 
or injured employé is unable to work. 

Sets Minimam Wage. 


Employers are required te pay a 
minimum wage sufficient to provide 
some

In the purchase of bonds, to which do 
you attach the more Soll amanadind 
amount of security in back of the issue 
or the earning ability of the issuer? 

Our letters indicate that a great.many 
investohs think that if the bonds are 
well secured, i. ¢. if the value of the 
property securing - the issue is largely, 
in excess of the amount of the bond issue, 
they are safe in purchasing the bonds. 

Too often they seem to overlook the im- 
portance of the company’s ability to earn 
its fixed charges by a good margin. 

It may be well to discuss briefly these 
two important factors. 

The property plédged ‘or mortgaged to 
secure a bond issue is held for the pro- 
tection and reimbursement of the bond- 
holder in the event that the issuer does 
not live up to its agreement in respect to 
payment of interest, sinking fund in- 
staliments and principal at maturity. 

It is of obvious importance, then, that 
the value of the property should be large 
enough so that, if it should become nec- 
essary to sell it, it would bring a price 
sufficient to pay the bondholders in full.

Another thing to be considered in this 
eonnection is that if a company’s earn- 
ings are insufficient to — its fixed 
charges and it becomes necéssary to sell 
the property, such property may not

A well secured obligation of a company

Main Building 928 Feet Long. 


Some idea of the size of the project 
can be gained when one knows that 
the main building will be. 928 feet long 
and 240 feet wide and nine stories 
high. 

The site for the entire project fronta 
294 feet on 22d street and extends 1,500 
feet along Throop street to the south 
branch of the Chicago river. 


In the main buildings will be located 
the meter, service and repair, street, 
construction, lamp and other depart- 
ments and also the storage of vast 
supplies of the different kinds of equip- 
ment and supplies that have to be on 
hand constantly in order to maintain 
thedlight and povéer of the city. 


To Have Big Leading Court. 


One unusual feature of the building 
is that it requires a greater provision 
for the service of trucks in connection 
with its activities than almost any 
other kind of structure. On this ac- 
count the nine story building is to be 
like the letter “U ” in its ground plan, 
with a great loading court accommo- 
dating over two hundred electrie 
trucks. : 

These trucks will be recharged with 


‘motive power at their loading plat- 
forms and loaded at night in order 
_ to be able to deliver tools, 


equipment 
or supplies at their destination the 
first thing each morning. 

Club for Employés. 

An interesting feature shown in the 
design, which will be built in connec 
tion with future sections of the pro- 
posed building, if found desirable, is a 
club or recreation building for em- 
ployés at the 22d and Throop street 
end. This building would be arranged 
around a simple garden and provide a 
wholesome and attractive recreation 
place for the employés and a pleasant 
foreground and setting for the main 
plant behind it. 

In this building would be the lunch 
rooms and a main dining room, which 
could also be used as an assembly hall 
for large meetings of the Edison com- 
pany’s men and women. There would 
be a library, with technical and scien- 
tific books, and a museum showing 
some of the interesting devices and in- 
ventions that have marked the history 
of the development of electricity. 
There would also be a lounge, rest- 
rooms, and other features for the com- 
fort of empleyés in the buliding.

IN ONE YEAR 


Work Being Rushed On 
Hollywood Plans 


Hollywood in Florida, December 6. 
—In one years time Hollywood's 
$15,000,000 harbor is to be ready to 
receive ocean-going vessels. This 
is the announcement of Joseph W. 
Young, developer of Hollywood By- 
the-Sea, who admits that this is an 
almost unbelievably short period of 
time in which to effect such an ac- 
complishment. 

General G. W. Goethals, builder of 
the Panama Canal and internation- 
ally prominent as a consultant en- 
gineer, who is supervising the build- 
ing of Hollywood's harbor, has just 
completed a conference with Mr. 
Young and Frank C. Dickey, chief 
engineer for Hollywood, in which the 
decision was reached that with the 
concentrating of every possible ef- 
fort the natural advantages of the 
harbor site would permit this almost 
miraculous feat. 

There are nine dredges now being 
operated at Lake Mabel, the site of 
the harbor, and another large one will 
arrive scon from Baltimore. A giant 
dock dredge costing $55,000 has also 
been purchased and will join the fleet. 


Will Previde Electric Power. . 
There will be a 100,000 horsepower 
electrical plant to supply power for 
factories now planning to establish 
plants near the harbor. A lumber 
company already has obtained a site 
including 80 acres for lumber yards 
and dockage sufficient for 10 ships. 
In commenting on the harbor de- 
velopment Mr. Young says, “Of course, 
people who are not versed in the fu- 
ture of Florida may term this devel- 
opment just another attempt to sell 
land, but {fn my opinion the Hollywood 
harbor will have more to do with the 
upbuilding of all Florida from Da- 
tona south, than any other factor.”

Urbana, Il., Dec 6.—{Spectal.}— 
Equipment for the Untversity of Ili- 
nois radio station, WILL, will be ready 
for shipment some time in January, 
according to word received by univer- 
sity officials from the Western Electric 
company.

This is 
svmewhat higher than the ordinary 
towers, and this added height ts ex- 
pected to eliminate many of the dead 
spots, or areas, where the station 
could not otherwise be heard.

Sport boxes may be of different 
kinds. The articles of which a enor) 
gift box is made up may have golf as 
its foundation, provided the recipient is 
a golfer, or it may concern more 
rugged and cold weather sports, such 
as skating or tobogganing, in which 
case heavier garments gould be chosen. 
For a sport box to fit into a golfer’s 
wardrobe or, for that matter, to fit 
into the wardrobe of any one who 
wears country club clothes, one can 
include a pair of golf hose, a light- 
weight sweater in harmony with or to 
match the hose, a foulard tie or two, 
or a couple of striped colorful ties and 
a sport shirt. Some golf balls, in case 
he is a golfer, might also be thrown 
in. 

A winter sport box ought to include 
a heavy sweater, with muffler, gloves, 
and hose or socks to match, one of 
those woolen sets that look as though 
they would be good company at the 
north pole. Or one might select one 
of the wind breakers, or lumberjack 
shirts, with a muffler and a pair of 
warm leather gloves, and a pair of gay 
warm socks. 

A betiroom set includes a dressing 
gown or bath robe of some kind, with 
slippers suitably matched, and a pair 
of pajamas. If the bath robe selected 
is one of the rough looking terry cloth 
models one would not select smooth 
leather slippers to go with it, but 
something made up of terry ¢loth, or 
a straw and terry combination.

Madame Vallet, the inventive genius of 
Martial & Armand, has made our second mode! of violine capria, @ 
rough wooler fabric from Meyer, trimming it with an irregular col 
lar of petit gris, a collar that énds in an irrelevant cloth rever on one 
side and in a cloth bow on the other. Tight sleeves, quite loose above 
the elbow, end in cuffs that have no fur, only a little triangular patch 
of darker viclet velvet. There are two tiny inset pockets for a bit 
of handkerchief and a gilet of the material, trimmed with triangulay 
applique of velvet. 

The center sketch is stamped all over, for the discerning eye, 
with the peculiar genius of Callot Soeurs. It is an ensemble of prae- 
tical wool with the particular, exquisite touches that are invariably 
found in a model from this house. There is a classic cape that recalls 
the era of Pericles—a cape of violet wool, lined with a dull reseda 
green woolen and trimmed with a piquanty modern collar of shaded 
monkey fur. Under this appears the dress, which has a long pointed 
bodice of reseda green and a modern side flaring skirt of violet, band- 
ed in the green. 

The embroidery on the bodice is particularly Callot, a Persian 
design in the colors of a cloisenne vase. The sleeves beneath are 
close fitted, and adorned with a bit of this rare embroidery at the 
wrist. 

The fourth sketch, a smart coat seen at the Arena Lutece on 
Sunday, is a Drecoll coat of beige mixed woolen, cut with a flare from 
hips to hem at sides and back, and trimmed with a reddish brown, 
glistening fur that the French couturiers call “sea dog.” This fur 
appears on the square collar, the wide cuffs, and on the three section 
band that circles the bottom of the coat, cut away at the sides of the 
front to give full prominence to the pie-shaped sections of embroidety 
that form the typical Drecoll detail of this interesting wrap. This 
embroidery is done in several tones of brown, beige and gold § in 
woolen threads held down by metal. 

Our final model is the kind of fur coat that the Parisienne uses 
in the daytime. It is made from loutre de hudson (Hudson seal), 
a fur that has come back to importance in Paris styles for the first 
time in four years. The Reine-d’Angleterre, who created this model, 
has set off the hudson with bands of parmi, what the French call baby 
fox, and a fur that comes from goodness knows what animal. ' 

The chic of this model is placed almost altogether in the at 
rangement of the fur bands, particularly in the collar side and hem 
band, that is cut all-in-orfe, from its choker collar to its ten inch hem 
band. This, and the unusual sleeves of a new kind of, bishop, seldom 
seen in a fur wrap, gives to the model a verve that is undeniable.

Fats as Relishes. 

It might sound startling to aver 
that one of the great services rendered 
by fats in the diet is as a relish, and 
to make food relishable. This vould 
seem to rank them with such items as 
pigkles; but that is not the idea at all. 
Piekles to fat are as zero to 100 de 
gfees in the diet. Butter is the only 
fat used directly as a relish and the 
French, the greatest experts of the 
world in all eating matters in sen. 
eral, but not always in particular, 
group it with the relishes on the mer.u, 
and they run the number of relishes 
UP as no other people do. 

* As to fats making food relishable or 
palatable—this is something that can- 
not be denied They are incispensable 
in cookery on that account.

Other Sorts of Marinadiug. 

A basting liquid is a sor¥of marinade. 
a hot/one. Larding a roast and then 
roasting it does about the same thing 
in the way of seasoning it that a mari- 
nade does. Nowadays meat patties 
are “baconized’’ because the meat 
needs a fat seasoning, that is, they 
have a piece of bacon around them 
and require a particularly nice sort of 
cooking in order that its seasoning 
effect get a good opportunity. In the 
case of fish, say a slice of salmon to 
be broiled, a marinade of oi] and sea- 
soning above is better than bacon, 
although salt pork fat is an excellent 
seasoning for fish. 


Marrow Fat. 


Some one has told how Sarah Bern- 
hardt in serving a steak urged one of 
her guests to have the delicate mar 
row. But marrow is not so delicate 
unless it Is seasoned, and in marinad. 
ing the steak it gets the seasoning it 
needs, and makes an edible bit of eat- 
ing that nice eaters will fot “ pass 
up.”” It is worth a pat of butter as 
food, and,those who continually throw 
away a pat of fine, swect. and palata 
ble butter rank as extravagant. 

Since marrow requires only so much 
cooking as will cook the blood in it, so 
with a rare or medium steak it is a 
finer bit than when the steak is cooked 
until well ddne. Poached marrow or 
thin slices of marrow cooked in 
saited water at the boiling point. 
is one of the most elegant of garnishes 
for a fine vegetable like hearts of 


celery cooked in a meat stock and sea- 


soniigs, the stock being induced to a 
glaze in the cooking. It is also served 
with lemon juice and may be eaten 
on toast. 

Marrow, whether cooked in this or 
other ways, may seem to be an unim- 
portant food but it is not, and just as 
we do not serve huge lumps of butter 
per person neither need the marrow 


Hard conditions of life seem to in- 
crease a man’s taste for fats, 10 mat- 
“ter what the cooking, or even lack of. 
“Gooking, and there can be no really 
high grade cookery without the ;sen- 
erous use of fats An exaggerated 
case of what hard conditions will do 
to a man’s disposition towards fat is 
‘peen when men in the arctic crores 
will eat raw pork and find it tastes 
as sweet as sugar. 

Perhaps men working out of doors 
have in genera) liked pork as a stea/y 
diet far better than beef, because of 

the amount of fat there is in pork. 
Fats produce a satisfying effect in 
the diet, first, because they make foods 
more palatable, from bread with but- 
ter to salad green with oil or bakec 
beans with pork, and, second. because 
they “stand by.” They are the long 
bridge. Hunger plies a short and 
emergency bridge, if necessary. The 
starches a longer bridge. But if we 
ate no fat hunger would annoy us at 
shorter intervals than it usually does 
and we would have to eat oftener. We 
can do continuous work more safely 
because of the steady, slowly delivered | 
nutriment the fats supply. We are 
undoubtedly warmer in winter. when 
the business of keeping warm is a 
definite business to attend to, if we 
eat generously of fats. 

Seasoning Beefsteak With Fat. 

While we egg ana crumb some meats, 
we cannot treat a piece of beefsteak in 
that fashion to protect it from the 
fire, and partly to season it. We can, 
however, protect it with a layer of fat 
and season it beautifully so. The 
method of doing this is called marinad- 
ing the steak. 

Suppose we have j one pound of 
round steak coftaining the slice of 
marrow bone. Prepare a marinade by/| 
rubbing a platter with the cut end of 
a clove of garlic, add a teaspoonful ora 
little more of salt, a bit of pepper and 
any other dry seasonings to taste, and

Good marrow fat 
is too often one of the wasted products 
of the cake of fat taken off the soup 


stock. 
Savory Fats. 


Savory fats are made of such prod- 
ucts as lard or suet, or even tallow 
tried out with seasonings such as 
onions, carrots, celery. apples, ginger 
etc. When we want to make a sauce 
or heat up some meat or a hash, these 
save time and when they are al] that 
could be desired they are great and 
satisfactory seasonings. We can get 
the best ideas about these by studying 
German cooking ways with fats, for the 
Germans utilize goose fat as does no 
other nation, and give recipes for mak- 
ing savory fat of the cuisine. 

In one of her ‘cooking lessons the 
great Hedwig Heyl says in reference 
to making fats savory, “Leaf lard 
tastes best: it is, therefore, often eaten 
on bread. When it is rendered an 
apple, onion, marjoram, or mugwort is 
put in for seasoning. American lard 
is pressed, but not completely cooked 
fat; therefore, it must“be cooked with 
an onion, apple, or bread crust, so that 
any liquid contained in {t may evapo 
rate. The original low cost is thereby 
increased.” 

Rendering Lard. 

The best way to render tard is to 
pull the fat masses out of the mem- 
branes and put them in a double 
boiler with the water just boiling un- 
derneath until the whole or all but 
a little is turned to an oil Strain 
then, and in order to get the cracklings 
for a number of nice uses—they make 
good sandwich fillings—stir them in 
a frying pan until they are lightly 
browned and will] be crisp when drained 
of all fat. It was the custom of cooks 
of an older day than ours to add an 
apple or two when rendering large 
amounts of fat, to subdue the odor of 
the hot fat. 

Savory Fat IL. 

Pork,fat, if coid enough or even al- 
most frozen, and suet may be chopped. 
Chopping is directed by the German 
method, but either of the fats are god. 
60 prepared. One pound unrendere 
fat chopped fine, one slice of onion 
about one-half tnch thick and two 


broken bay leaves, one teaspoon salt, 
and about one-eighth teaspoon of pep 
per. Render in a double bofler and 
strain. 


Savory Fat IL . 

One pound unrendered fat chopped 
fine, two teaspoons thyme, one slice 
of onion about one-half inch thick 
and two inches in diameter, one tea 
spoon galt, and about one-eighth tea- 
spoon pepper. Render in double boiler 
and strain. 

Savory Fat III. ‘ 

One pound of unrendered fat chopped 
fine, one teaspoon of thyme, one tea- 
spoon of marjoram, one-half teaspoon 
of rubbed sage, one teaspoon of salt, 
and about one-eighth teaspoon of pep- 
per. Render in a double bd@ler and 
strain through a fine cloth. 

Making a Rendered Fat Savory. 

Melt the fat, add seasoning like 
those in above recipes—same propor- 
tions per pound—heat the mixture 
gently for an hour or more, and strain 
or prepare one such thus: Melt one 
pound renderea fat, add one sour 
apple, one onion. and one teaspoon 
of ground thyme, or other sweet herb 
tied in a cloth. Cook together in the 
oven or on the back of the stove until 
the apple and onion have gently 
browned Strain through fine cioth. 

Bacon Seasoned. 

A square of bacon or a pilece of 
brisket bacon when beautifully 
cleaned and boiled with seasonings or 
pot -oasted with seasonings or boiled 
and finished by baking as a ham is, 
after it is boiled and skinned, makes 
a fine sandwich filling. and no bit of 
the seasoned fat th&t it ioses in the 
cooking needs be wasted. So this story 
of using fats for seasonings is as 
broad as it is long; that is, the season 
ing of fats, whether to make them 
savory or to make the meat of which 
they are a part delicious, ts highly 
worth while. It is the methcd we use 
fi another way in making se ad dress 
ings—we season a fat. 

Boiled Bacon. 

Wipe the bacon wurst before wetting 
it, and cut out any ink stamps. Wash 
and, if necessary, scrape well and trim 
off any surfaces that have surely been 


‘ 
a 


pour, boiling water over and allow to 
stand three hours, if it needs to be 
fréstened. Frying out a slice of it 
will usually determine this and the 
bacon of today is not as salty as it gen- 
erally was a time back. After it has 
soaked scrape again if it is necessary 
so that it may be as clean as a rose. 

Put into kettle, cover with cold 
water, and add a cut up onion and 
carrot. Cover kettle and bring to a 
boil slowly and simmer—fdr_ three 
hours, never allowing the water to 
cease moving with the. heat a little 
but never boiling hard. After.two 
hours add several] more. onions, 4 
small yellow turnip cut in slices, sev- 
eral small carrots, and perhaps some 
green peppers. A little pod of dried 
pepper may be added at the start. The 
other vegetables are for a hash, but 
they seagon the bacon as well while 
they utilize the pot liquor.

Has Art Treasure 


By Inez Cunningham. 

O WRITE .adequately about a 

great artist requires a much 

wider knowledge of art, a more 

exact pen, and a maturer expe- 
rience of life than mine. Yet I feel 
it ig fitting that some one express 
gratitude for having in Chicago the 
Pieta and stations of the cross by Faggi 
that adorn the Church of St. Thomas 
the Apostle. 

They are the best work of a Faggi 
so far. This is not my opinion alone, 
but the artist’s too, and Faggi's is a 
mind impersonal enough to be a critic 
even of his own work. 

When he was working on them the 
War was in progress and his poetic 
imagination, already profoundly 
stirred, became peculiarly receptive 
to the great drama of the crucifixion. 
Through him flowed an uncanny 
knowledge of the suffering and the no- | 
bility of mankind, and he saw in Christ | 
the symbol thereof. 

Christ and the human race were 
one to him in suffering. Chrigt man 
through his crucifixion and man Christ 
by that same token. 

So in his work he returned to utter 
simplicity. Details were washed out 
as color is washed out by perfect light. 
Nonessentials dropped away. There 
remained only the suffering and the 
tenderness, and as Faggi was able to 
produce a work of utter simplicity 
and utter beauty, not one line can be 
spared, not one touch is without mean- 
ing, and the design is perfect—not only 
in the Pieta, but in every one of the 
stations.

In one essential, it seems to me, more 
than any other, Faggi sl:ows his real 
worth. He has used design as it shoul? 
be used, i. e., as a language in whicn

If the primitive and 
the radical, therefore, seem to meet 
in the middle of the journey, it is only 
an optical] illusion. It is only that 
they are both passing a given point 
at the same time, but there is a great 
latitudinal distance between them. 
They are as two men standing at ex- 
actly the same point on opposite side- 
walks, looking like one man to rersons 
beholding them from windows on either 
side of the street—and yet the width 
of the street would be between them. 

The distance between radicalism and 
Faggi's so-called primitivism is the 
difference between destruction and re- 
construction. Not that the “ destruc- 
tion ’’, is not good, too, in its way. 
Modernism was almost a necessity. Dur- | 
ing the last twelve years or fourteen 
years it has served;and will serve until 
it destroys itself by becoming a tradi- 
tion, as some day it must. When was 
there a school that destroyed its own

little people so speedily? In this, 
modernism has been of great benefit, 
surely. Mivery year the cat of modern- 
ism devours its kittens as they are 
born, until finally only those moderns 
will survive who would have survived 
any school, as the great have always 
survived schools. We must thank 
modernism for another thing—its de 
votees must at least have imagination 
-—there is no room in it for mere 
technicians who are like singers too 
deaf to control their beautiful voices. 

If out of Modernism comes one mas- 
ter to add to the surgery it has already 
so serviceably applied to the dead tis- 
gue of art, no dSne can say it has not 
been a good influence. 

Faggi, however, is not a radical. 
But why bother about his classification? 
He is, after all, that happy accident—a 
great artist. 

He has digested his traditions, he 
has assimilated form, anatomy, design. 
He is calm and sure in his technique, 
and his purposes are vital. He selects 
only what he needs, and has the cour- 
age to cast out many richnesses. He 


has the unconscious simplicity @&nd. 


purity of a child and, like the child, 
he flatters his audience by believing 
they have as much imagination as he.
